A meeting of the duh owners between 
Sheep Creek and Willow Creek took place 
at Skrines’ ranch on High River on Non- 
day September 7. Mr. Martin of the Sheep 
Creek Ranch Co. was called to the chair 
and opened the meeting by stating the 
object which had called them together, 
which was to form an association for the 
northern part of the cattle district similar 
to the one, which already existed in the 
south, so that the stock owners of the 
country would be able to protect their 
rights and expres. their views to the Gov- 
ernment as a corporate body, It was then 
decided that such an Association should 
be formed, to be called the North West 
Stock Association and the following offi- 
cers were elected : president Mr, 5. Hill of 
the Oxley Ranch, Vice President Mr. F. 
Stimson of the N, W. Ranch, and Hon.

Head Ranch, All those who in former 
years had taken an active part in the round 
ups of the district either by giving their 
services or paying for the expenses, were 
then declared to be members of the Associ- 
ation. Those who wish to join afterwards 
will be ballotted for in the usual manner 
and have to pay an entrance fee. The 
following companies and cattlemen have 
already joined. Oxley Ranch, N. W. 
Cattle Co, Sheep Creek Ranch, Mount 
Head Ranch, Little Bow Cattle Oo., Mili- 
tary Colonization Raache Co, Winder 
Ranch, and Messrs. Skrine, G. Emerson, 
Iken and Quirk. The meetings of the 
Association will be held twice a year on 
the last Monday in April and the first 
Monday in September at High River.
